Intent upon his Childrens Welfare, an- 
xious for their future Good, the Work of his Miniſtry 
becomes of Neceſſity a ſecondary Concern : Thus by the 


Cares of the World eſtranged from his Duty, his Mind is 


depreſſed when it ſhould be elevated; diſturbed when it 
ſhould be compoſed ; and confined to Earth by Solicitude, 
when it ſhould be raiſed to Heaven by Contemplation. 


By relieving, therefore, in this public and in this ſolemn 
Manner, the Families of thoſe who are no more, you are 
actually communicating the Conſolation of Hope to many 
Teachers of the Word now devoted to the Service of God, 


now the Meſſengers of his Grace: You are convincing 


them that this Charity affords more than a Proſpect of a 
future Proviſion for their Children; that you have adopt- 
cd the Sons of indigent Brethren; and by this Adoption, 
have quieted a Parent's Fears, and have given him Com- 
fort in his departing Moments.

When the Apoſtle delivered this Pre- 
cept, the governing Powers not having received indeed the 
Chriſtian Religion under their Protection, and conſequently 
not having eſtabliſhed a regular Maintenance for the 
Teachers of the divine Word, there was a preſſing Neceſ- 
ſity for the Injunction. But though the Occaſion of it

The 1 Man, the Tiber tine, nd the Scep- 

tic, may have formed to themſelves a different Rule of 
Action; may have endeavoured to diſſeminate a different 
"Tenet ; but we have not fo learned Chriſt * ; we know the 
Injunction to be apoſtolical; we know that an Inſtitution 
f founded on that Baſis, muſt be conſonant to the Principles 
of Reaſon, and the hneft F celings of Humanity.

From what Deſcription of 
Men therefore ſhall we ſeek for a Supply to ſerve the 
Churches of God, and to wait upon his Altar? You 
would not, with Jeroboam, make Prieſts of the loweſt of 
the People *, This would be repugnant to every Prin- 


ciple of good Order, and of good Policy. Duly to pre- 


ſerve the Credit and the Conſequence of the Miniſterial 
Character, the Miniſter himſelf ſhould be rendered inde- 
_ pendent—ſo far independent, that he may not be left ſub- 
ject to the Power of an ee or to the Caprice or 


Humour of any Individual. 


From the Wait of ſuch ae ere have been, 


we are informed by the higheſt Authority, Teachers of 

old, who have debaſed themſelves and their Profeſſion, : 
by receiving ſuch Inſtructions as theſe: tPropheſy not 
unto us right Things, ſpeak unto us ſmooth Things; Pro- 
the Deceit, get ye out of the Way, turn afide out of the h 


Path, cauſe the Holy One of Ijrael to ceaſe before us . 


And perhaps there are not wanting in our Time thoſe, 
who, Baan cvay faithful Micaiah that attends them,

tempted to comply and to ode. 


It is indeed to be expected, that thoſe who live unin- 


fluenced by the Word of God, and conſequently who 
bear no Good-will to Religion, will be regardleſs of its 


Advancement ; Reproaches from ſome cannot be pre- 
vented : But in whatever Light Religion may be viewed, 


its Expediency muſt remain unchanged, its Efficacy un- 


controvertible. To ſuch as have Eyes and ſee not, to ſuch 
as have Ears and hear not +, who are averſe to the Word 


of God, and diſinclined to his Miniſters, to them it ſurely | 
may be ſaid, Be not deceived; God is not nocled: For 
whatever a Man ſoweth, that ſhall he alſo reap; for be 


that foweth to the Fleſh, ſhall of the Fleſh reap Corrup- 
tion; but he that ſoweth to the Spirit, ſhall of the Spirit 

reap Life everlaſting. This apoſtolical Admonition refers 
to the preceding Command, that they who are taught in 
the Word, ſhould COMMUNICA? fe in all good T hings unto him 


that leucbetb. 


The Word taught, in the Original, is of more exten- 
ſive Signification than our Language can expreſs ; for it 
not only ſpeaks of the Teacher of the Word, in his reli- 
gious Duties, but intimates the Manner in which he

performs 
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performs it; preſenting him i in the moſt pleaſing view 
as inſtructing his Diſciples, and unfolding himſelf to 
them with the utmoſt Familiarity and Affection. This 
is evidently the Apoſtle's Import; and to this is ſubjoined 
the Admonition, which may be thus paraphraſed.— Be 
not ye, who, although taught in the Word, are yet un- 
willing to communicate to him that teacheth, be not ye 
deceived by ſecular and carnal Paſſions; for though ye 
feel not the Intereſts of Religion, though God be not in 
all your Thoughts, though your Ways be contrary to his 
Ways, yet is he not mocked, nor can his Will be fruſ- 
trated. However indifferent, Wende ye may be to that 
Inſtitution which God has provided for the Inſtruction of 
Man, yet be aſſured that the Abuſe of thoſe Advantages 
ſhall fo debaſe your Reaſon, that, like the Heathens, ye 
ſhall reap the Harveſt of a carnal Mind, and ſowing to 
the Fleſh, ye ſhall of the Fleſh reap Corruption ; but if, 
on the contrary, ye ſtudy after Godlineſs, which is profit- 
able in all Things, and are ambitious to walk with the 
Children of Light, rather than to be wiſe only in your 
cov Generation; if ye are willing to meet, to encourage, 
and to embrace all the Diſpenſations and Deſigns of God 
for your ſpiritual Edification, know, that thus ſowing to 
the Spirit, ye ſhall of the Spirit reap Life everlaſting. 
By this reaſoning of the Apoſtle, the Intereſts of thoſe 
who wait at the Altar, are ſurrounded with the ſtrongeſt 
Sanktion, with the higheſt Authority: As long therefore 
as Faith ſhall be found upon Earth, every ſincere Chas - 
tian muſt hope that the Miniſters of God's Word will be 
duly ee that their Rights will be Protected, and 
© EI A that 
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| that their Comforts will be ſecur ed; but if, in ſome Re- 

ſpects, the Means are not equal to the End; if although 

where many are called, few only can be choſen, be it our 

Endeavour, by the Benefactions of this Day, to ſtifle in 

ſome Meaſure that Complaint, and to palliate thoſe Diſ- 
treſſes which we cannot raed remove. 


The Aces Miniſters of the Word (whoſe Widows = 
and whoſe Orphans are Candidates for your Bounty) were 
to us Brethren in their clerical Capacity, and in Labours 
Probably they were more abundant *, They were Members 

of the ſame political and ſpiritual Body, and were united 

to us by the Bonds of Profeſſion, and the Bonds of 
Grace, under Chriſt the Head of the Church : They can- 
not therefore but be highly eſteemed in Love for their 
| Works Sake; and that Eſteem, that Reverence, and that 
Love, cannot be proved more gratefully, than by ſhew-
